The Academy’s acclaimed Cel- 
ebrate! Caribbean Festival Arts 
exhibit inspired us in planning 
this exciting tour. Timed to coin- 
cide with Carnival, we hope to 
witness colorful and exciting 
scenes! Our main focus will be 
the islands’ richly diverse and 
brilliantly colored natural history. 
Some splendid sights await: the 
spectacular flight of the scarlet 
ibis; flocks of red-billed macaws 
at dusk; and forests of giant bam- 
boo carpeted with ferns. From 
our base-the renowned Asa 
Wright Nature Centre—we'll ex- 
plore tropical forests, savannahs, 
wetlands and seashore. On To- 
bago we'll stay at the aptly named 
Blue Waters Inn and take a glass- 
bottom boat across a coral reef to 
Little Tobago, also known as 
“Bird of Paradise Island.” 

An extension to Venezuela 
takes us to two distinct areas: 
Canaima National Park, home of 
the world’s highest waterfall 
Angel Falls, and ancient tabl 
topped mountains, fepuis; and — 
also to the central plains, //anos, 
to stay on a working ranch and 
nature reserve, where we will 
look for jaguars, pumas, giant 
water otters, fish-eating bats and 
many other rare species.

NEW ANSWERS FOR AGRICULTURAL PEST MANAGEMENT 


With Dr. Stepben Welter, Wednesday, September 9, 2 pm & 7:30 pm 
Thursday, September 10, 7:30 pm 

In September's Members Meetings, Dr. Stephen Welter will discuss trends 
and new alternatives to pesticide-dominated agriculture. An Associate 
Professor at UC Berkeley, Dr. Weiter wiil explore current bigh-inputl sys-~ 
tems and the potential shift to more traditional pest management pro- 
grams. Topics will include the use of non-chemical alternatives to disrupt 
pest insect mating, the management of natural enemies of insect pests, 
and the possible role of wild crop plants in reducing pesticide use. Dr. 
Welter will discuss the importance of maintaining biodiversity as agricul- 


tural objectives shift.
